SUBJECT: SCHLEYER CASE ENTERS ITS EIGHTH DAY 

REE: BONN 14690 

1. HANNS MARTIN SCHLEYER WAS SEIZED ALMOST EIGHT DAYS 
AGO. HIS ABDUCTION HAS DOMINATED ALL MEDIA DISCUSSION 
IN THE EEDERAL REPUBLIC, DESPITE RECENT EFFORTS TO IMPOSE 
A NEWS BLACKOUT. AS OE NOON SEPTEMBER 13, FRG AUTHORI- 
TIES BELIEVE THAT SCHLEYER IS STILL ALIVE. THEY HAVE 
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FOUND AN APPARENTLY WORKABLE PRIVATE CHANNEL OE COMMUNI- 
CATION WITH THE TERRORISTS IN SWISS LAWYER PAYOT, AND 
THEY CONTINUE TO PLAY FOR TIME. THEIR TACTIC IS TO DRAW 
OUT THE NEGOTIATION SO AS TO AVOID THE TERRIBLE CHOICE 
WHICH SCHLEYER'S CASE PRESENTS AND PERHAPS TO LEARN HIS 
WHEREABOUTS. 
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2. POLITICAL FALLOUT FROM THE SCHLEYER CASE IS PER- 
VASIVE AND MOUNTING. THERE HAS BEEN A SURGE, PROMPTED 
LARGELY BY TALK IN CSU CIRCLES, OF PUBLIC INTEREST IN 
REINTRODUCING THE DEATH PENALTY TO DETER POLITICAL 
TERRORISM. (PRESENTLY, ARTICLE 102 OF THE FEDERAL 
CONSTITUTION RULES OUT USE OF THE DEATH PENALTY.) ON 
THE WHOLE, HOWEVER, WE SENSE LITTLE PUBLIC HYSTERIA OVER 
THIS LATEST EXAMPLE OE BRUTAL TERRORISM. 

3. IN THE LONGER RUN, THE SCHLEYER ABDUCTION WILL RE- 
OPEN A MAIOR POLITICAL ISSUE WHICH HAS EXISTED FOR YEARS 
BETWEEN THE CDU/CSU OPPOSITION AND THE SPD/FDP COALITION. 

IN BRIEF, THE OPPOSITION HOLDS THAT THE SOCIAL-LIBERAL 
GOVERNMENT HAS TAILED TO CRACK DOWN FIRMLY ON TERRORISM, 
AND HAS EOSTERED A CLIMATE IN WHICH TERRORISTS CAN 
OPERATE WITH EASE. GOVERNMENT PARTIES REJECT THIS 
SIMPLISTIC NOTION OF TERRORISM, BUT ARE MOVING TO 
STRENGTHEN THEIR ARSENAL OF MEASURES TO COMBAT IT. 

4. THE CRISIS ATMOSPHERE HAS MUTED RECENT BUNDESTAG 
DEBATES. IN DISCUSSING DEEENSE AND ECONOMIC ISSUES 
LAST WEEK, SPEAKERS EROM ALL PARTIES HELD THEIR POLEMI- 
CAL PUNCHES TO A MARKED DEGREE. THE SAME RESTRAINT MAY 
NOT HOLD WHEN CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT DELIVERS HIS GOVERNMENT 
STATEMENT ON SEPTEMBER L5. THE ENSUING PLENARY DEBATE 
WILL GIVE THE OPPOSITION A CHANCE TO BLAST THE GOVERN- 
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MENT, AND-SUBJECT TO DEVELOPMENTS IN THE SCHLEYER 
CASE-IT IS LIKELY TO DO SO. 

5. AT PRESENT, BOTH CDU CHAIRMAN KOHL AND CSU CHAIRMAN 

. STRAUSS ARE ATTENDING MEETINGS OF THE ALL-PARTY CRISIS 
STAEF IN BONN. THEY ARE ALSO PREPARING THEMSELVES FOR 
EVENTUAL CRITICISM OE THE WAY IN WHICH THE SCHMIDT 
GOVERNMENT HAS HANDLED THE SCHLEYER CASE IN PARTICULAR, 
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AND THE MENACE OF TERRORISM IN GENERAL. 

A. UNDER PRESSURE FROM RIGHTWING SENTIMENT TO 
"SEIZE THE INITIATIVE" AGAINST TERRORISM, KOHL 
CONTINUES TO CALL FOR MORE VIGOROUS LAW-AND-ORDER 
MEASURES. HE HAS ANNOUNCED THAT, BY SEPTEMBER 26,

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B. THE CSU HAS IN EFFECT WASHED ITS HANDS OF

MEETING IN MUNICH YESTERDAY, THE PARTY REPORTEDLY

A. UNDER PRESSURE FROM RIGHTWING SENTIMENT TO

B. THE CSU HAS IN EFFECT WASHED ITS HANDS OF 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE OUTCOME OF THE SCHLEYER CASE. 
MEETING IN MUNICH YESTERDAY, THE PARTY REPORTEDLY 
ISSUED A STATEMENT WHICH SAID THAT THE OPPOSITION 
VIEWS THE CRISIS STAFF (I) AS A MEANS TO HANDLE 
OPERATIONAL QUESTIONS IN THE SCHLEYER CASE BUT (2) 

NOT AS A WAY TO SPREAD RESPONSIBILITY FOR EVENTS 
WHICH THE "FEDERAL GOVERNMENT AND COALITION PARTIES" 
HAVE FOSTERED BY THEIR POLICIES, AND FOR WHICH THEY 
ALONE ARE RESPONSIBLE. 

6. THE POLITICAL IMPACT OF THE SCHLEYER CASE ON THE 
SCHMIDT GOVERNMENT IS NOT YET CLEAR, AND WILL DEPEND 
IN LARGE MEASURE ON TWO DEVELOPMENTS. ONE IS OF COURSE 
THE HANDLING AND OUTCOME OF THE CASE ITSELF. THE OTHER 
WILL BE HOW BOTH SCHMIDT AND THE OPPOSITION, IN THE 
WEEKS AHEAD, APPROACH THE FINE LINE BETWEEN TOO MUCH 
AND TOO LITTLE IN THE WAY OF MEASURES TO COMBAT TERROR- 
ISM, A QUESTION THAT IS EMERGING AS A MAJOR NATIONAL 
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ISSUE. 

7. THE MOST DISTURBING ASPECT OF THIS CASE IS THE 
TENDENCY OF THE INTERNATIONAL PRESS, AND INDEED OF 
SOME GERMANS AS WELL, TO VIEW RECENT TERRORIST ATTACKS 
AS A FORERUNNER OF THE COLLAPSE OF THE FRG SYSTEM, A LA 
WEIMAR. IN OUR VIEW, THIS COMPARISON IS WRONG. BONN 

IS NOT WEIMAR, DESPITE THE SCHLEYER ABDUCTION AND OTHER 
TERRORIST ASSAULTS. THESE ASSAULTS, EVEN THOUGH THEY 
HAVE A GREAT IMPACT ON PUBLIC OPINION AND POLITICAL 
PARTIES, HAVE NOT ERODED THE STABILITY OF THIS COUNTRY.
